FRUIT PACKING 
TO BE TAUGHT 


HLS, STUDENTS 


A new vocational high school 
course is planned for the train- 
ing of orange and lemon packers 
by the part-time department at 
Chaffey during the fall semester. 

Enrollments will be on Sent. 9 
at the school, and on Monday 
Sept. 12, at the G. A. Hanson 
Fruit company packing house. 
Those wishing to be enrolled will 
receive practical instructions in 
the packing houses by trained 
teachers. 

A minimum of 144 hours time is 
required in California for the in- 
struction of those between the 
ages of 16 and 18, who have not 
completed the high school course. 
The training will fit young men 
and women for the winter and 
spring packing season in the pack- 
ing houses. 

Related subjects as required by 
the state department of education 
'will be given when actual pack- 
ing is not carried on. 

Permits to work will be issued 
by Chaffey Union High school of- 
ficials after the course is com- 
pleted. 








STANDARD GRAPE 





Launching his campaign to en- 
force provisions of the standard- 
ization act, Horticultural Commis- 
sioner J. P. Coy of San Bernardino 
county has condemned four car- 
loads 
prepared for shipment to eastern 
markets, 

The shipments did not conform 
with shipping requirements as nre- 
scribed by the county, the com- 
missioner declared and for that 
reason were condemned. The ship- 
pers, however, feconditioned the 
four lots and an O. K. subsequently 
was given them. 

“The majority of shippers real- 
ize,” Coy stated, “that fruit unfit 
for shjgment will bring about a 
break £ price in eastern markets, 
and these men comply with the 
regulations. We must protect the 
men who observe the act, even at 
the cost of losses to the careless 
shippers.”

Allen 
Wednesday outlined the arrange- 
ment agreed upon for the collec- 
tion of tax on stocks, bonds and 
solvent credits. 

The tax will be lower in San 
Bernardino than Los Angeles coun- 
ty, reversing the situation that 
now exists and which has caused 
a movement of the out 
of this county into Angeles 
county.

Tax Levied on One-third Valuation 

“Under the new law will 
use the same basis of valuation 
as applied to other property—one- 
third of the actual value—and 
against this will be applied the 
state-wide rate of $1.45 per $100 
assessed valuation. 
a bond of $1,000 will be assessed 
in this county at $340 and the 
rate as fixed by the state is $1.45. 
The total tax will $4.93. In 
Los Angeles the assessment is on 
a basis of 50 per cent and con- 
sequently the $1,000 bond will be 
assessed at $500. The rate of $1.45 
applied to this assessment will 
produce $7.25. There will there-
